Battered Bible 
Gives Data On 
Early Settlers 


Records of King and Sum 
ner Families Recorded In 
Publication of 1779 


lest original records in Nansemona 
County, the clerk's office having 
Seen twice destroyed by fire, ay 
those written in an old Bible owned 
‘by Dempsey Sumner, of the Hol 
land highway. 

The old volume, yellowed with 
ge, was printed “By His Majesty's 
Special Command, in Edinburgh, 
by Alexander Kincaid, His Ma 
Jesty's Printer, in 1779. 

All of the “s's” are written in 
the long style, and the frontispiece 
bears the command, “Appointed to 
be read in Churches,’ 

On the payes left blank for births 
and deaths, appear the following 
record: ; 
“Memorandum of Solomon King 
predecessor of Michael King, was 
born in Old England, and came 
out of the city of Norvig to Vir 
ginia and married Elizabeth King 
and lived in the upper parish of 
Nansemond County on the South- 
ern Branch of the Nansemond river, 
and he had six children: Nathan, 
William, Michael, Henry, John, ant 
Elizabeth, 

“He bought a plantation in the 
xear 1686 and built a large dwell- 
ing with brick and bought several 
Negro slaves and also a large cop- 
per still, This record was written 
by Solomon King, son of Charles 
King, son of William, which war 
‘the son of Michae? the older.” 

Another old yecord reads: 

“Charles King, tather of Solomon 
Bing, departed this life January 15, 

762, 

“Mary King, mother of Solomon 


2, 1762. 

“Henry King, uncle to the said 
Solomon King, departed this life 
December 7th day, 171, 

“Mary Hare, aunt to the sald 
Solomon King, departed this life 
February the llth day, 1774. 

“John Lee, father-inlaw to the 
said Solomon King, departed this 
life February 9th day, 1770. 

“Henry King, brother of Solomon 
King, departed this life April the 
15th day, 1782. 

“Bathsheba Porter, daughter of 


Suffolk, May 1—Among the old-| 


‘King, departed this life February 


was born August 1, 1823; 

“Jethro Sumner, son of Jethro 
Sumner ist, was married to Ann 
\Norfleet, June 11, 1824, upon the 
death of his wife, Elizabeth, and 
to them was born on July 11, 1825, 
ja-daughter, Mary Eliza Sumner.” 

The story of this valuable old 
Bible is unusual. 

Tt was brought a long number 
of years ago by a descendant of 
the Kings to a Suffolk attorney, 
when New York papers were ad- 
vertising for helts of a “King” 
family. 

The attorney dled, the Bible was 
given by someone else to a Negro 
cleaning woman, and, later, W. E. 
MacClenny, Nansemond ‘County 
historian, rescued it, after a num- 
ber of the leaves had been torn 
‘off, the book mutilated and several 
of the priceless old records de- 
stroved.
